Without Discrimination 


The world trade charter, which 
seeks to establish the laws of 
fair international commerce, 1s 
based on two main assumptions: 
(1) That trade barriers of all 
sorts should be reduced and (2) 
that nations should not discrim- 
inate in their trade by favoring 
one customer or supplier as against 
another, 

The signatories of the charter, 
in its present tentative form, 
would bind themselves to nego- 
tiate for the removal of trade bar 
riers, including tariffs and various 
secret protective devices of na- 
tional customs laws. 

But as soon as the drafters of 
the charter proposed a general re- 
duction of trade barriers and the 
elimination of all discriminatory 
trade policies, they collided with 
the British preference system and 
other smaller systems of the same 
sort. 

To be consistent, the charter 
would have to denounce all tariff 
preferences but in practical politics 
this was seen to be impossible at 
present. Therefore, while each 
signatory agrees to grant al! other 
signatories unconditional most- 
favored-nation treatment — that is, 
/to eliminate all discrimination — 
yet existing preferences of “long 
standing” are exempted from this 
prohibition for the time being

The charge is often heard these 
}days that under our present sys- 
tem of government the people are 
junable to obtain the results they 
desire. The blame for this is laid

The politicians then, and 
especially the government in pow- 
er, obviously can't give the farmer 
higher prices and the consumer 
of farm produce lower prices at 
the same time. Therefare, they must 
try to set prices at a level which 
|will keep both the farmer and the 
consumer fairly happy.

BY AND LARGE the best any 
government can do is to try to 
satisfy the reasonable demands of 
the majority of the people and at 
the same time respect the rights 
of. the minority, Under such cir- 
cumstances there will always be 
a fairly large number of people 
who will feel that they aren't get. 
ting what they want. Probably 
every citizen will feel that he isn’t 
getting everything he wants. But 
this isn’t the fault of the politi 
cians, the party system or democ- 
racy, It is a perfectly natural sit- 
uation where 13,000,000 individuals 
all live together in one country 
and all have different demands. 

If the people aren't getting what 
|they want today it is merely be-
